THE TRANSCONTINENTAL 
RAILWAY 


The news that the 'ranscontinental 


Railway Biil has finally passed the 
House of Commons will be received 
with pleasure and a sense of relicf 
throughout the Northwest. Aithough 
the bill has not yet become law and 
will not until it has passed the Sen- 
ate, the fact that it is a goyernment 
measure and that the government 
mow has a substential majority in 
that body, ensures its final passage 
sooner or later. Its third reading in 
the Commons so fully ensures the 
passage .of the biil that it will add 
dollars to the value of every acre of 
jand throughout the Territories and 
improve the prospects and credit of 
every business enterprise within their 
limits. It is the ‘inish of the rail- 
way monopoly which was saddled up- 
on the country by the legislation of 
1881, and which has been a dead 
aveight and a drawback to its pros- 
perity, ever since. 

Twenty-three years is a long time 
to wait for relief from conditions 
svyhich should never have been impos- 
edi: it is a long time in the life of 
a roan, but short time in the life of 
a nation. Many of those who op- 
posed the saddling of the Northwest 
with railway monopoly by the Cana- 
dian Pacific bargain have passed off 
the stage of life, but although their 
places have been taken by others the 
victory is theirs as well as of those 
who lived te see it and to actively as- 
«ist in winning it. It is with some 
pardonable pride and satisfaction that 
the Bulletin is abic to Chronicle in 
the year 1904, the final overthrow of 
the railway monopoly which it op- 
posed in 1881. ito

Rev. Mr. MacKenzie has been a mis- 
sionary {n foreign countries for the 
rast 15 years, having worked among 
the people of the yeliow race for some 
eleven years, and, “ater, ufter haviag 
been a out along with other mis- 
sionares In China by the Poxer. up 
rising, he fabcred in India. Ac present 
he is filling the pulpit at Westminster 
church temporarily. 

Having been so near the seat of war 
and being so well acquainted with the 
belligerent countries, Rey. Mr. Mac- 
Ken2 > Can speak of the great con- 
filet fi @ very irtelligent feshion. Be- 
sides this the reverend gentleman re- 
crises Weekiy papers from China, giv- 
ing vivie descriptions of the battles up 
to Gste, and well besed prophecies as 
to the movements of the conflicting ar- 
mics in the future. He also corresponds 
regularly with friends near the scene 
of the war, and in this manner ob- 
tains reiflable accounts of the progress 
of the war. 

The Chinese newspapers, which are 
crinted tn English, heave their own 
correspondents at Port Arthur and 
other important places in the progress 
of the war, and being a comparatively 
sort distance from there, are abie to 
print vivid accounts of the important 
battles soom after they occur. With 
the aid of these papers and private cor- 
respondenes, Rev. Mr. MacKenzie is in 
the closest possible touch with every 
movement of the two contesting arm- 
les. Soe 

A representative of the Winnipeg 
Tribune secured an interview from Rev. 
Mr. MacKenzie, the subject of conver- 
sation being the all-absorbing war. In 
the course of an interesting conversa- 
tion, the great missionary said, that in 
the very beginning, the Russians had 
trcker. 80 many oledges or treaties, 
that ine sympathy of almost every civ- 
ilized nation was with the Japanese. 
This {Is a great handicap—having the 
world against them—and if they have 
not felt the force of it up to date, 
they surely will before the end of the 
bitter conflict.” 

“Tt is China’s war just as ‘uch as 
Japan’s,” said he, “and the outcome 
means fully as much to the former as 
to the Japs. Before the beginning of 
the war, [t was asked of Russia that 
the integrity and independence of China 
and Korea be maintained, but they 
took cecasfon to eliminate the word 
Chins each time, simely granting half 
ihe request by ullowing Korea her in- 
Jependenee. From this it can be seen 
that China has a great deal at stake, 
and the defeat of her conquerors cf 
several years ago would prove disas- 
trous to her to say the least. 

“The Russians are fighting to extend 
their already vast and peadersome ter- 
ritory, while the Japs are fighting fer 
their existence. 

“There fg a great deal of difference 
in the sentiment and inspiration of the 
ting armies, thinks Dr. MacKen-

The Daily -Mail, whose Paris corres- 

pondent claims to learn from a well 
informed source epart from the French 
newspapers that Gen. Kuropatkin has 
begun moving south in a serious fash- 
ion, and that a serious battle is to be 
expected shortly, gives great promin- 
ence to the statement, and describes 
the movement as a Gesperate one, to 
which the Russian Cammander-in-Chiet 
is impelled by political pressure. Ac- 
cording to this view Admiral Alexieff 
is the moving spirit, he having induced 
the Czar to forces Gen. Kuropatkin into 
a dangerous line of action. If this is 
so, Gen. Kuropatkin, it is pointed out, 
is acting lke Marshal McMahon, the 
French commander, when, in 1870, he 
yielded to Empress Eulenie and made 
the fatal ettemnt to join Marshal Ba- 
zaine at Metz, which led up to the 
(lisaster at Sedan. 
That Gen. Kuropatkin is either con- 
ducting or directing some forward 
movement seems pretiy certain. The 
Cksefoo correspondent of the Express 
says that the main arm<s about Liao 
Yang are moving. The Russians are 
reported to be marching south under 
urgent orders from the Czar. Gen. 
Kuropatkin fs striking out to a pesi- 
tion slightly south-east of Liao Yang. 
His activity is caused by the steady 
circling movement of the Japanese, who 
threaten fo .surround him unless he 
breaks out and offers batt?e. Accord- 
ing to the correspondent, it is not con- 
sidered that the southward march has 
any connection with the Port Arthur 
position, but Is an attempt to restore 
the prestige of the Russian arms- The 
Japanese have several cavalry Or.- 
gades operating to the westward, who 
are in touch with the Russians. The 
Japanese are moving up infantry end 
guns from Feng Wang Cheng. The 
simultaneous advance ‘of both armies 
causes the belief that a battle is im- 
minent. 

The St. Petersburg torrespondent of 
the Daily News refers to the same 
movement, wich, like some other cor- 
respondents, he represents to be the 
cuteome of a conference between Gen. 
Kuropatkin and Adm‘ral Alexieff. The 
News also makes Gen. Oku's rear the 
Russian objective, adding that Gen. 
Kuropetkin’s advance guard is betiev- 
ed to be already rapidly nearing Kin 
This is obviously gathered from 
source as the Pzris story, to 
the effect that the Russian vanguard 
is further south than Wa Fang Tics,
